A Nafarious Calling Carried on in the 
Shadow of the Capitol.

a Downey avenue cable train. 

All Los Angeles citizens aré familiar 
with the figure of the white-haired old 
patriarch with. his long, snowy beard, 
who, in spite of his 86 years, walked 
the streets with an elastic step. For 
more chan balf acentury Father Jame- 
son was a® <Ctive minister of the ,0s- 
pel in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and was loved and honored, and today 
is mourted. by . brother ministers 
throughout the city and State. 

Mr. Jameson;. was. on his way to the. 
Vincent Methodist Church to attend a 
special service for old peopl¢, and ‘was. 
just in the act of crossing over toward 
the Nadeau corner of the street when 
the accident! Sccurred. A Downéy- 
avenue train was just rounding the 
curve coming west on First street at 
the usual rapid ‘rate, as the old 
man started across toward the Nadeau 


corner. He did ‘not see the car 
approaching, and had just about 
cleared the ‘first track when the 
sounding of the gong - and a 
cry ‘from ssers-by aroused him.

The Necessity of jocray Police Super-_ 
vision—Lessons of e Accident. | 


The principal “grogeings in the 
center of this city are ‘a never-failing 
source of interest tv observers: There 
occur some fatal accidents, like ‘that 
of yesterday at the corner of First and | 


Spring, as well as many narrow escapes | 


from injury. ‘There, teo, ludicrous and 
laughable scenes are. enacted’ almost 
every day. ty 

When Los Aageles, in years gone by, 
jogged along contentedly with bobt 11 
cars, the narrow and tortious streett 
then considered wide ,enoygh for al 
traffic, were never overcrowded with 
foot passengers and ‘»Mebicles. . But 
when by very rapid strides fhe. city left 
the chrysalis state to bepomea gay met- 
ropolitan butterfly, the aspect of the 
streets changed: The transformation of 
the horse-car intoa cable-caraystem and 
the widening of the ’sidewalks to 
away so much of the width @f thoroug 
fares like Spring street.as ‘make thie 
driv:ng of a buggy or dtay ‘almost an 
adttistic piece of skill. “Then came the 
advent of the electric system, and cars 
began torunin such bewildering. 
cession, down one track and up the 
other, that it became a). very contusing 
matter to the rural and suburban: horse 
as well as to his driver, 

This seeming confusiop, however, is 
seen at its greatest height ata few of the 
crossings where cars rupping in several

Guardians of the peace were \ placed 
at the intersections of Spring and First 
street, Main and First, and at the junc- 
tion of Temple, Spring and Main streets, 
and the officers who guard these thor- 
oughtares and implicitly follow their 
instructions have their hands very full 
during their hours of duty. 

Sometimes their hands are too fall. 

Almost every man has an idea, which 
he is not always willing, on account of 
innate modesty,, to proclaim loudly, 
that he would,make an ideal policeman, 
and many a man, after giving the busi- 
ness a triai, has been retired much 
against his will, still cherishing thaf 
idea, but grumbling against his chief 
and the Police Qommissioners, who 
were obtuse enough not to ‘appreciate 
his qualifications, that to himself were 
‘$0 apparent. But inetruth few men are 
physically and mentally fitted to be- 


| come guardians of the peace, because 


the prerequisites iu this line of work, es- 
pecially in a cityeof the size of Los An- 
geles, are coolness, politeness, firmness

duty-he-has Been threatened by an itate | most 


‘individual with the removal of his star! 
How many a one has been dragged be- 
fore the Commissioners on charges that 
‘would not hold water, and how many 
another has been hounded until he gave 
up his place in disgust, or was finally 
dismissed, owing to the pressure that 
was brought to bear against him, just 
simply because he had not all the essen- 
tial qualities enumerated above! 

While every police officer needs to be 
clear-headed and cool, those requisites 
are especially to be looked for in the 
guardian of the street crossing, bécause 
there these qualities are drawn upon at 
all hours during the busy period of the 
day, anda moment’s inattention may 
cause an accident. 

There is the crossing at the corner of 
Spring street and First, fot instance-— 
the scene of the dreadful accident of 
Sunday morning—where two cable car 
tracks, two tracks for electric cars and 
two horse car tracks unctasingly vomit 
‘forth their loaded vehicles in six differ- 
ent directions. There, too, is the 
heaviest traffic in carriages, and crowds 
of people attending to business «or: 
‘pleasure. Toa person new to such in- 
-cessant advents of whirling, crunching, 
creeking cars, going at a great rate of 
speed, it seems almost an impossibility 
that a quarter ofan hour can pass by 
without somebody being killed or. 
maimed, ora, buggv demolished until 
nothing but splinters remain. It is to 
prevent such calamities that’ the 
policeman is stationed there, and. 
‘it. can at a glance be 


lating traffic. It would not, however, 
be so bad as it is if the cars belonging 
to the cable lines could all regulate their 
speed. Those of the Downey avenue 
system involve the greatest peril, be- 
cause they make a very sharp curve 
when rounding into First street from 
Spring, and vice-versa. When the 
cable cars first began to run the speed 
.on that.curve appeared terrific, and it 
is still a source of alarm to scores 
people. 

It was there that a former chief of 
police covered himself with glory by 
jumping on a car and telling the grip- 
man that if he went around that curve 
faster than a walk he would arrest him 
for hard driving. 

It is.at the crossings that the officer 
must look out for people who drive 
their horses too fast, in order to avoid 
accidents to pedestrians’ and collisions 
with street cars. The people of the 
city who use buggies have been edu- 
cated up to the necessity of going slow 
at the.croSsings, but strangers from 
the country invariably whip up there 
as if afraid that they otherwise may 
‘be crushed to death. 

It is here that the officer has a good 
field to display his coolness ahd court- 
esy, but the latter quality is sometimes 
lacking. Too often it has appeared 
that an irascible guardian of the peace 
has allowed his temper to get. the best 
of him, and arraigned the offender, who 
‘was unaware of the’enormity of his of- 
fense, in terms more forcible than po- 
lite, and dragged him off to the Police 


| Court to be fined. 


There is a good story told of one offi- 


| cer, who had by his overbearing con- 
| duct so annoyed a prominent citizen 
| that when he became a police commis- 
|sioner he swore a great big oath that 


|he would lop off that policeman’s 
helmeted head. But he always believed 
the man’s name to be other than it re- 
ally was, and when his enemy was pro- 
posed tor reappointment, this same 
commissioner moved that he be re- 
| tained, much to his disgust when he 
learned what he had done. 

The supervision of the crossing on 
First and Main is not near so arduous a 
| task as the others, because Main street | 


‘is wide, and its car traffic consists only* 


‘Of horse lines, while there is but half 
the number of cable cars coming down 
First street that there is atthe junc- 
tion of Spring. 

_ The crossing which keeps the officer 


| most on the jump is that at the junction 


of Temple, Spring and Main streets, 
the most crooked corner in the city, 
and far too narrow for the travel that 
-is done there. 
the Temple stree@ cable, and here, too,

those that take in the Southern Pacific 
depot, as well asthe cable cars to and 
from Downey avenue. 

Officers, owing to the strain, prob- 
ably, to their nerves, do not remain a 
very long time consecutively at these 


' | Crossings, so that the ordinary observer 


has a good chance to become acquainted 


|} with the pecularities of each one. 


There have been men with fiery 
tempers, who would fly up and down 
like fleas in a sock, fret themselves into 
dyspepsia, and after all their fuss 
really. accomplish nothing; others, 
again,™cool and self-collected, who 
did their work quietly and well; 
then there were those who let 
their crossings take care of them- 
selves, while they chatted on 
the sidewalk, until the Sergeant hove 
in sight; and again there was a genius, 
who, although he took excellent care of 
his beat, always found time for a little 
chat or flirt with the many ladies of his 
acquaintance who found it necessary to 
cross his beat. 

The Temple street crossin 
the fewest changes, although it is such 
a busy one. Fora long Sse it was 
guarded by Officer Weatherman, who, 
although advanced in years, performed 
his duties verycreditably. He was suc-, 
ceeded by, Officer Dunn, who has’ man- 
med to retain all the good will that his 
predecessor earned before him. That 
corner is especialiy dangerous to foot 
passengers because of the crookedness 
of Spring street at that point, and, un- 
til part of the Downey Block is razed to 


widen the junction, this point must al- | 


ways remain a perilous place, and here 
cool-headedness comes most into play 
to drag away absent-minded men and 
women from in front of the cars. 

’ Yet with all the bustle, noise, speed 
and curves of the street-car lines, and 
the hundreds of vehicles that pass and 
repass the junctions, it is a matter of 
surprise that so few accidents, either 
to persons or carriages, have happened 
at the crossings. That this is mainly. 
due to the watchfulness of the officers 
Stationed there cannot be gainsaid.
